It is a growing expectation in Ireland 
that we are now about to witness one of

to the main body that follows It must, 
indeed, be the most furious impulse or the 
direst necessity, that can urge men at this 
seasdn of the year, to cast themselves on 
the deep, to bravo the wide Atlantic, to 
be thrown on they know not what head- 
land or shoal, in the storms and fogs which 
beset the wished-for shore, and, at the 
best, to land in a country still ribbed with 
ica and buriedinsnow Yet we are told of 
ten emigrant vessels taking refuge the 
other day in the Cove of Cork, of crowds 
walling at other ports for the chance of 
à passage, and of multitudes ejected from
